Remarks 

Reconsideration of the present application is respectfully requested. 
The specification has been amended to correct noted grammatical errors. No new matter 
has been added. 

Claims 1-8 have been rejected under 35 USC §112, second paragraph as being indefinite 
for reasons noted by the Examiner. 

Claims 1-8 have been amended to address the issues noted by the Examiner. Specifically, 
claim 1 has been amended to address the issues related to the terms "command magnitude," 
"control signal" and "trapezoidal signal" as noted by the Examiner, and to clarify the original 
phrase "for flowing from the capacitor." Claim 1 has been further amended to interconnect the 
capacitor with the first and second current control circuits, and to recite an input and output 
signals of the claimed trapezoid signal generating circuit. More specifically, claim 1 has been 
amended to recite that the capacitor outputs a trapezoid signal generating circuit trapezoid signal 
and that the current control signal receives a trapezoid signal generating circuit input signal . 

The term "a time point" in claims 2 and 3 has been amended for purposes of clarity to 
"each time point of a level change between the first level and the second level." The term 
"predetermined offset current" in claim 5 has been amended for purposes of clarity to "first 
predetermined offset current" and "second predetermined offset current." 

Regarding claims 6, 7 and 8, the term "the currents" in claim 6 has been amended for 
purposes of clarity to "the charging and discharging currents," while the term "the charging and 
discharging circuit" in claim 6, line 10 has been amended to "the one or more cascade-connected 
charging and discharging circuits." Regarding claims 6, 7 and 8, the term "constructed" has been 
deleted. 
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In view of the above amendments to the claims, the claims now comply with the 
requirements of 34 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph. Therefore, it is respectfully requested that 
the Examiner's rejection of claims 1-8 be withdrawn. 

New claims 9 and 10 been added and recite elements similar to claim 1. However, claims 
9 and 10 recites the elements of the claimed invention in a somewhat different order. Support 
may be found throughout the specification and drawings. 

The Examiner has indicated that claims 1-8 would be allowable if amended to overcome 
the above discussed rejection. As the claims have been appropriately amended, and as the only 
outstanding rejection has been addressed, the Applicant asserts that the present application is 
now in condition for allowance, and respectfully requests a Notice to that effect.
